No. O-12012/12/76-Prod.—In exercise of the nowers con¬ 
ferred by danse (i) of sub-rule (1) of rule 5 of the Petro¬ 
leum and Natural Gas Rules, 1959, the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby crants to the Oil and Natural Gas Commission, 
Tel Bhayan, Dehradun (hereinaltcr referred to as Com¬ 
mission) a Minins lease to mine Petroleum for 20 venrs 
with effect from the 1st day of January, 1987 in Basscin off¬ 
shore area measurinn 498,75 sa- kms more particularly des¬ 
cribed In Schedule ‘A’ altached to this Order. 

2. The grant of this Mining Lease is subject to the follow¬ 
ing terms and conditions :—■ 

(1) The Mining Lease would be only in respect of 
Petroleum; 

(2) If any minerals other than petroleum are found 
during tho c.xploration woik, the Commission should 
bring that to t.'ie notice of the Central Government 
with full particulars thereof, 

(3) (i) Royalty at the rate of Rs. 61/- Per metric 

tonne or such other rate as may be fixed by 
the Central Government from time to time on 
all crude oil and casing head condensate shall 
bp paid by the Commission. 


(ii) In the case of natural gas. the rates of royalty 
shall be as fixed by' Central Goverument from 
time to time. 

(iii) The royalty shall be paid to tho Pay & Ac¬ 
counts Officer. Ministry of Petroleum. New 
Delhi. 

(4) The Commission shall, within the first seven days 
of every month, furnish to the Central Government 
a full and proper return showing he quantity and 
gross value of all crude oil casing head condensate 
and natural gas obtained during [he preceding 
month in pursuance of the lease, in the Form given 
in Schedule ‘B’ annexed hereto, 

(5) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs. 20,000/- 
as security as required by rule 13 of the Petroleum 
and Natural Gas Rules, 1959. 

(6) The Commi.ssion shall also deposit with the Central 
Gove.'nmcnt (i) for meeting the o eliminarv ex¬ 
penses such sum. not exceeding Rs. 2000/- and 
(ii) R.s. 5000/- ns Mining lease fee prior to tho 
grant of lease. 

(7) The Commission shall pay to the Central Govern¬ 
ment for every year a fixed yearly dead rent at tho 
following rates ;— 

Rs. 12,50 per hectare or part thereof for the 
first 100 square kilometres and Rs. 25/- per 
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hectare or cart thereof for area exceed inn the 
first 100 sQuare kilometres D.ovided that the 
leasee shall be liable to pay only the dead 
rent or the rov.'Ity. whiehever is hichcr in 
amount but not both. 

(8) Tire Commission shall pay to the Ccn'ral Govern¬ 
ment for the surface area of the land actually used 
by it for the purpose of the operations conducted 
under this lease, surface rent at such rate, not ex¬ 
ceeding the land reyenue and cesses assessed or 
assessable on land, ns may be specified by the Cent¬ 
ral Gvernment from time to time. 

(9) The Commission shall pay to the Central Govern¬ 
ment royally, halfyearly as on 1st July and 1st 
January each year. 

(10) The Commbs'on shall immediately on demand sub¬ 
mit to the Central Government, a full confiden¬ 
tial I eport of the geological data of all the mine¬ 
rals found during the cxp’.oration/producdon o! oil 
and natural gas and shall submit, every s’x months, 
the results of all operations, boring and produc¬ 
tion without fail. 

(11) The Commission shall take preventive measures 
against the haziidi of fire under water and/or on 
the surface and shall keep such couipment, sup¬ 
plies, and means ready at all time, lo extin¬ 
guish the fire and shall pay such compendation to 
to the tliird party and/or Government as may 
be determined in case of damages due to fire. 

(12) Thi.s Minina lease shall be subject to the provisions 
of the Oil Fields (Regulation and Development) 


Act. 1948 (53 of 1948) and the Petroleum and 
Natural Gas Rules 1959. 


(13) The Commission shall process the data in India; 


(14) The Commission shall ensure security of oceano¬ 
graphic data; 

(15) The Commission shall sunniv a complete set of 
processed data to chief Hydrographer, Dehradun 
free of cost. 

(16) The Commission shall ensure that the foreign ves¬ 
sels/rigs are drp'oved to undergo naval securi'v 
inspection at a major naval base, as specified by 
the Central Government for (hat purpose, by a 
term of specialist officers, prior to actual dep'ov- 
ment. The Commission shall forward eight copies 
of details regarding the type, weight, size etc. of 
each vessel/rig to the Naval Head Ouarters at least 
six we-ks before their arrival at the base to faci¬ 
litate deputation of team of specialists in time. 

(17) The Commission shall execute a Deed of the Pet¬ 
roleum Mining Lease in the form approval by the 
Central Government. 

(18) An rent, royalty, tax, fee or other sum due to the 
Government under this Lease shall be recoverable 
from the Commission as arrears of land revenue.
